
 
 
 

Class C:  Pools & Street Festivals 
 
 
I. Effective June 1, 2002 a One Day, Special, Class C, Beer; Beer & Wine; Beer, Wine &  
   Liquor License may be issued to a “Community Swimming Pool Club” (Profit and Not- 
   for Profit organizations accepted) 
 
II. Street Festival/Block Party Type Functions 
 

(a) A person may not drink any alcoholic beverage on “public property” unless 
authorized by a governmental entity that has jurisdiction over the property. 

 
“Public Property” includes any building, ground, park, street, highway, alley, 
sidewalk, station, terminal or other structure, road or parking area located on land 
owned, leased, or operated by this State, a county, a municipality, Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission , Maryland-National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission, Montgomery County Revenue Authority, or Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Authority. 
 
A duly authorized representative from the governmental entity that has 
jurisdiction over the “public property” must sign the “Signature of Property 
Owner Section” of the Class C, Special, Alcoholic Beverage License application. 
 
(b) In addition to receiving an Alcoholic Beverage License from the LRE Office, 
a “Right of Way Occupancy Permit” is required for Street Festivals/Block Parties. 
This permit is issued by the Department of Permitting Services.  Please contact 
240-777-6303 or 240-777-6302.  Applicants, whose facilities are located within 
the cities of Gaithersburg and Rockville, must obtain express written approval 
from those jurisdictions.
